WASHINGTON  (BP)  — 
President  Bush  on  May  20 
signed  into  law  the  Clergy 
housing  Allowance  Act,  a  bill 
designed  to  protect  a  long¬ 
standing  housing  tax  exemp¬ 
tion  for  ordained  ministers 
and  other  clergy.  The  measure 
passed  both  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives 
without  opposition. 

The  bill  would  add  the  fol¬ 
lowing  language  to  the  tax 
code:  "And  to  tne  extent  such 
allowance  does  not  exceed  the 
fair  rental  value  of  the  home, 
including  furnishings  and 
appurtenances  such  as  a  garage, 
plus  the  cost  of  utilities."  The 
amendment  would  not  apply  to 
taxable  years  before  2001. 
Amended  tax  returns  could  be 
filed  without  penalty  or  interest 
under  tFie  bill.

$48  million,  eight-story  build¬

The  most  heinous, 
lecherous,  salacious  act 
that  could  occur  is 
pedophilia  initiated  by 
a  handful  of  clergy  i 
upon  children.  In  | 
those  few  cases,  pray¬ 
ing  hands  have 
become  preying  hands. 

These  acts  must  not 
be  tolerated  anywhere. 

Unthinkable  as  it  is 
many  churches  are  turning 
a  blind  eye  to  homosexuals 
who  bring  a  propensity 
toward  pedophilia. 

For  two  decades  now.  Catholic 
dioceses  have  secretly  laid  out  millions 
to  hush  up  sexual  abuse  by  priests 
according  to  TIME  magazine:  "In 


Boston,  $20  million  to  $30  million  to  set¬ 
tle  86  claims  against  defrocked  priest 
John  Geoghan;  in  Santa  Fe,  $50  million 
to  settle  some  40-45  abuse  cases;  in 
Dallas,  $23  million  to  settle  suits  by  11 
victims  of  ex-priest  Rudolph  Kos;  in 
Lafayette,  LA,  $18  million  to  settle  70 
cases  against  jailed  priest  Gilbert 
Gauthe;  and  in  Los  Angeles,  $5.2  mil¬ 
lion  to  settle  one  claim  against  priest 
Michael  Harris." 

When  tithes  and  offerings  are  used 
for  hush  money  because  of  pedophilia 
in  the  church,  we  have  entered  the 
realm  of  the  unholy.  I  believe  Jesus 
would  do  more  than  turn  over  the  mon¬ 
eychangers'  tables.  The  house  of  prayer 
became  a  den  of  thieves  and  is  now  a 
haven  for  child  molesters.  It's  time  for  a 
millstone  to  be  tied  around  some  necks. 

The  Family  Research  Council  report¬ 
ed  that  homosexuality  is  linked  to 
pedophilia.  "Fatner  Richard 
John  Neuhaus  said.  The 
overwhelming  majority  of 
these  cases  involve  homo¬ 
sexuality,  but  the  media 
steers  away.'  Research 
confirms  the  disturb¬ 
ing  link  between 
pedophilia  and 
homosexuality.  In  the 
Gay  Report,  homosex¬ 
ual  authors  K.  Jay  and 
A.  Young  found  that 
73%  of  gays  they  sur¬ 
veyed  had  had  sexual 
relations  with  boys  16  to 
19  years  of  age.  The 
Clarke  Institute  of 
Psychiatry  calculated  that 
34%  of  the  offenders  against 
children  were  ga y.” 

Same-sex  attraction  to  minors 
may  stem  from  their  own  sexual  experi¬ 
ences.  Research  shows  that  very  often 
homosexuals  had  their  own  initial 
same-sex  encounter 
with  an  adult  while 
children.  In  the 
only  study  in 
which  perpetrators 
were  asked  to 
declare  their  sexual 
orientation 
(Erickson,  Walbek, 
and  Seely,  1988), 
86%  of  child  moles¬ 
ters  identified 
themselves  as 
homosexual  or 
bisexual. 

Three  kinds  of 
scientific  evidence 
point  to  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  homosexual 
molestation: 


1.  Survey  reports  of 
molestation  in  the 


r 


general  population. 

2.  Surveys  of  those 
caught  and  convicted 
of  molestation. 

3.  What  homosexu¬ 
als  themselves  have 
reported. 

These  three  lines  of 
evidence  suggest  that 
the  1%  to  3%  of  adults 
who  practice  homo¬ 
sexuality  account  for 
between  a  fifth  and  a 
third  of  all  child 
molestation. 

If  about  2%  of  the 
population  is  responsible  for  20%  to 
40%  of  something  as  socially  and  per¬ 
sonally  troubling  as  child  molestation, 
something  must  be  desperately  wrong 
with  that  2%.

Not  every  homosexual  is  a  child 
molester,  but  enough  gays  do  molest 
children  so  that  the  risk  of  a  homosexu¬ 
al  molesting  a  child  is  10  to  20  times 
greater  than  that  of  a  heterosexual. 

To  make  matters  worse  the  Supreme 
Court  has  ruled  that  a  portion  of  the  19% 
federal  law  that  bans  images  of  child 
pom  is  unconstitutional.  The  high  court 
voted  6-3  to  strike  down  a  provision  that 
banned  visual  depictions,  including 
computer-generated  images  that  appear 
to  be  minors  engaged  in  explicit  sex. 

Richard  Lana,  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Ethics  and  Religious 
Liberty  Commission  said,  "This  decision 
by  the  Supreme  Court  marks  a  dark  day 
for  the  court  and  an  even  darker  day  for 
our  nation's  children.  This  egregious  and 
dangerous  decision  is  one  more  sad  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  extent  to  which  we  have 
become  a  society  that  champions  the  so- 
called  rights  and  privileges  of  adults 
over  the  protection  and  welfare  of  chil¬ 
dren.  Child  pornography,  virtual  or  oth¬ 
erwise,  leads  people  into  addiction  to 
child  pornography." 

Thankfully  Attorney  General  John 
Ashcroft  is  working  to  create  new  laws

that  would  eliminate  all  types  of  child 
pornography. 

Homosexuality  continues  to  be  a 
factor  in  the  spread  of  AIDS.  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report  stated  in  the 
June  11,  2001  issue  that  "nearly  15%  of 
gay  black  men  ages  23-29  become 
infected  annually  with  HIV,  the 
virus  that  causes  AIDS,  com¬ 
pared  with  3.5%  of  Latinos 
and  2.5%  of  whites." 

As  the  21st  anniversary 
of  those  first  reported 
AIDS  cases  approaches, 
over  60  million  have  been 
infected  with  the  AIDS  virus. 
Of  those,  21.8  million,  includ¬ 
ing  over  half  a  million 
Americans,  have  died. 

Homosexuality  is  a  behavioral 
choice  that  is  wrong  in  the  eyes  of 
God.  It  is  a  sin,  like  any  other,  which 
has  consequences,  some  of  which 
are  deadly. 

Not  all  homosexuals,  but  many,  are 
pedophiles.  Pedophilia  is  much  more 
heinous  because  it  involves  an  inno¬ 
cent  child  who  has  placed  his  or  her 
trust  in  the  hands  of  someone  that 
turned  out  to  be  a  sexual  deviant  with 
an  appetite  for  children. 

Convicted  pedophiles  should  be  pros¬ 
ecuted  to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law.
